Remarks and suggestions of M'. 


Newlands regarding Irrigation bill be- 
fore the Committees of Agriculture, 
of the Nevada Senate and Assembly. 


Gentlemen of the Senate and Assem- 


bly Committee* I leave Carson to- 
night, and I thought it might be a good 
Iden to have Mr. Lamb, the stenog- 
rapher, take down my statement* re- 
garding this bill. It may be of service 
to the committee hereafter, and may be 
particularly of service to you In pre- 
paring your report to the Senate and 
Assembly. 


You have been good enough to in- 


vite me to take part with you in the de- 
liberations of the committees on ir- 
rigation of the Senate and the Hous? 
and we have had in our deliberations 
the advantage of the counsel of L. H. 
Taylor, resident Hydrographer of- the 
United States Geolgical Survey; and 
I wish to state here that Mr. Taylor 
is not urging legislation, but that he 
has Instructions from his department 
to aid the State of Nevada In any way 
In his power by his suggestion*. But 
the Geological Survey does not wish 
to be understood a* being in the po- 
sition of urging any legislation. 


Now what is the situation in this 


State' We have been Irrigating in 
this State for many years and we have 
now under irrigation on the Truckee 
river about 42,000 acres of land, on 
the Carson river about 50,000 acres, 
on the Walker river about 40,000 acres 
and on the Humboldt river about 300,- 
000 acres, including the land upon 
which grasses are raised-by flood wa- 
ters. We are told by the expert en- 
gineers connected with the Geological 
Survey that this area can be more than 
trebled on the Truckee river as well 
as on the Carson and Walker rivers, 
and more than doubled on the Hum- 
boldt river, and that it Is possible, by 
the conservation of waster waters, tc 
cultivate a million and a half acres 
where now only four hundred thousand 
are Irrigated. This means an Immense 
increase in the population and wealth 
of our State. 


As it Is, owing to the varying flow of 


the streams, the limit of Irrigation Is 
the condition of the stream at its low- 
est ebb, instead of its average flow, 
and the problem is, by creating an 
equal and sustained flow of the rivers 
through storage reservoirs and econ- 
omical use to gradually enlarge the ca- 
pacity of the river in the period of 
greatest need. We have been legislat- 
ing upon this subject for thirty or for- 
ty years, and though many laws have 
been put upon the statute books, ypt 
none of them have proved really prac- 
ticable in enlarging the area of our llt- 
rigation. This has been due not so 
much to the defect of the laws them- 
selves as to the lack of financial abil- 
ity in the State and in various com- 
munities to prosecute these enterprises. 
Recently, as th» result of prolonged ag- 
itation, the National Government has 
acted, and has given us an irrigation 
law which devotes all of the proceeds 
of the sales of public lands in thirteen

this fund Is available for work In any 
or all of the arid and semi-arid States 
and territories. The Secretary of the 
Interior, can if he chooses, expend all 
of this fund in any one State or terri- 
tory. The bill Is also accompanied by 
provision* wh'ich guard in every way 
against land monopoly.The bill protects 
vested right*. It also provides In the 
end, after the National Government Is 
through with It* work, and the major 
portion of the lands reclaimed by par- 
ticular project are paid for, a system of 
home rule by which the users of the 
water take control of the Irrigation 
work*. 


Now we are excedlng'y desirous that 


the Government should immediately 
inaugurate work In this State. It is to- 
day further advanced in Its engineering 
work in this State than In any State 
in the Union, and Is prepared, or near- 
ly prepared, to inaugurate actual con- 
struction. 
The question therefore to 


In which of the arid States and terri- 
tories work *hal! be first commenced. 
The Interior Department view* the 
projects of this State a* practicable 
and feasible, and through the direct- 
or of the Geological Survey, who vis- 
ited this State last fall, ha* Informed 
our people that It hopes to have "dirt 
flying" within a year. He has announ- 
ced, however, that the policy of the De- 
partment 1* to inaugurate Its work In 
those localities which present condi- 
tions of least resistance; In other 
words, la localities where there I* a 


spirit of co-operation and helpfulness, 
and where the laws will aid the Feder- 
al Government Instead of Impeding it 
in its operations. 


It is Important, therefore, that the 


State of Nevada should, by some de- 
cisive act, welcome the National Gov- 
ernment to this State, and by its laws 
show that it has the spirit of co-op- 
eration and helpfulness, and the ques- 
tion is what the form of this law should 
be. 


Various plans have ben persented 


before your committee for considera- 
tion. As the result of the action of 
your committee, a conference of the 
Senate and Assembly was recently 
held to which Governor Sparks, Mr. 
Taylor and myself were Invited. Mr. 
Taylor and myself addressed thl? con- 
ference upon the question at length 
In a suggestive way, and the result was 
an apparently unanimous expression 
In favor of encouraging the Govern- 
ment In every way, and In turning 
over to the Government the adminis- 
tration of the stream upon which.Its 
works were contemplated so as to do 
away with divided control, which in 
all cases works an embarrassment In a 
work of this kind. As a result of this 
conference we have drawn up a bill 
which will probably be presented to 
both houses by the chairmen of your 
committees, and I propose to pre- 
sent to you the leading features of 
this bill. 


Before taking up the bill, however, 


I wish to say that. In as much as It 
is the intention of the Government on 
each stream to expend large amounts 
of money In Increasing the supply of 
water during the Irrigating season, 
and to supply not only its own lands 
but other lands In private ownership 
not now under irrigation, it is Impor- 
tant to know what the existing ap- 
propriations are. The Government has 
no Interest in the determination as 
between Individuals. It simply has an 
interest in the aggregate claimed by 
the whole number of people in the ir- 
rigation communities, so that, as a 
matter of mathematical calculation, It 
can then know how much will be ap- 
plicable for new irrigation. 


It Is Important, therefore, that some 


method should be devised by which the 
aggregate amount of existing appro- 
priations can be ascertained. It's not 
the purpose of the government to dim- 
inish these 
appropriations; on 
th? 


contrary, the purpose is to make them 
more full and certain. It simply wishes 
to know what amount It must be re- 
quired to sefve these communities, and 
that is for the purpose of determining 
what amount will be available for fur- 
ther irrigation. 
The operations under 


the National Government Irrigation act 
and the proposed bill will not therefore 
be designed to promote'litigation, but 
simply to facilitate the enjoyment of 
existing rights. 


Tou have had before you the laws 


of Wyoming, a bill prepared by the 
Reno Chamber of Commerce and other 
legislation upon this subject, and the 
result of our prolonged deliberations 
with your committees is the bill which 
will today be Introduced in the As- 
sembly by the Committee on Agricul- 
ture. The bill in the flrst place has a 
preamble which Incorporates the nat- 
ional Irrigation law In full, and recites 
the fact that the United States Govern- 
ment has made examinations, survey, 
and location of Irrigation works on th.' 
various rivers of this State; that there 
is now in the reclamation fund the sum 
of ten million dollars which Is appli- 
cable to the construction and mainten- 
ance-of irrigation works for the recla- 
mation of arid lands; that It is pos- 
sible by conservation of 
our waste

ESJHERALDA WAS 


A RICH FIELD 


Renewed Activity in a County That 


Has Produced Millions in 


Past Years. 


The noted mining county of Esmt- 


ralda, streachlng 
along the western 


boundary south 
from a central line 


through the county, affords a good deal 
of mining history and prospects of 
Nevada, containing the famed Stiver 
Peak and Candelaria mines and hav- 
ing a record of a production of many 
millions In past years, says the Pacific 
Coast Miner. The discovery and de- 
velopment of the great Tonopah and 
adjoining districts a few miles across 
the eastern boundary In Nye county 
has awakened renewed Interest In theso 
old fields and stimulated the new de- 
velopment that has recently begun. 


Esmeralda waa the scene of another 


of those mining booms of the early 
sixties and during the first half of that 
decade, the boofn reaching Ita helgnt 
in 1864. About twenty mining dis- 
tricts were organized and many impor- 
tant mining enterprises were under 
way. 
In these few early years there 


were erected in the county twenty-one 
mills dropping 21 stamps and costing 
$1,500,000. 
There were also ten ar- 


rastras and two small smelters. 
Tne 


greatest early activity was about Au- 
rora but the 
Silver Peak 
and Red 


Mountain districts, which are 
nov.- 


generally Included under the former 
designation, acquired early fame. Thtio 


were found many ledges rich In silver 
near the surface and for a time pro- 
duction was large, but here, as else- 
where, many enterprises were incom- 
petently and extravagantly misman- 
aged and in many mines the rich 
values gave put before any great depth 
was reached. 
The latter circumstance 


has since been explained on the theory 
that the large superficial values were 
partly due to secondary concentration. 
The Sliver Peak mines displayed at 
the surface a large body of argenti- 
ferous ore averaging over $100 per ton 
and this and the somewhat similar 
Candelaria properties produced largely 
for many years. The Silver Peak hag 
yielded over $1,000,000 and the yield 
of the Northern Belle of the Cande- 
laria group ta placed at about $10,000,- 
000. 
During 1841 and 1862 the total 


production of silver' and gold In the 
various districts of the county probab 
ly exceeded $600,000 a year. 
Before 


long there were left but a few prop- 
erties whose merits and management 
maintained them In the rank of profit- 
able producers. 


The Silver Peak mines, which have 


long been Idly held by Philadelphia 
owners, have recently seen a start tt 
renewed operations and new activity 
Is reported from other Esmralda coun- 
ty districts.

ROOSEVELT AND SILVER 


r 


PRESS dispatch from Washington informs us that 
the President has sent a special message to congress 


urging that the Executive be given authority to make an 
arrangement with other countries looking to the fixing of 
some ratio between gold and silver. The message is sa!J 
to have been the result of a formal appeal to the United 
States by Mexico ond Ohina asking the American Republic 
to come to the relief of those two silver using countries. 


Such a message necessarily brings up for review the 


•whole silver question, for an arrangement of the kind in- 
dicated would >>e essentially bimetallic In character. There 
Is no way by which one nation or several acting together 
can maintain a fixed parity between gold and silver ex- 
cept by standing ready to convert all of the surplus of 
either metal into money at the ratio agreed upon. This 
the opponents of silver of whom Mr. Roosevelt has been 
one of the most strenuous, have persistently declared to be 
impossible. 


The gold men's contention has been that the relative 


value of gold and silve r is regulated by the laws of trade; 
that is to say by supply and demand, and that legislation 
la powerless to effect it. In this they have overlooked the 
obvious fact that legislation may and does have a very im- 
portant bearing upon both the supply and demand—par- 
ticularly the latter. If a metal can be largely used for 
monetary purposes clearly what is thus employed i? with- 
drawn from other uses, the supply for those purposes is 
diminished, and the demand falling upon a reduced sup- 
ply thf price is bound to rise. 


If the coinage i« free, a use is furnished for all of what 


would otherwise t«- :i surplus. If the coinage is upon bi- 
metallic prmtli'les—that is silver at a certain ratio with 
gold, the cumaici' \.ilu.ition will control the relative value 
lor all purposes, if the nation which thus coins is strong 
enough nnnnc-i.illy to absorb and use all of the surplus of 
either m-t.il without making the coinage so excessive as 
to driv.- all nf one mota] out of circulation. In other words 
If the Amein.in mmt« should be thrown open to the free 
coinage of siU"t .it the ratio of sixteen to one, which is 
giving silver a \,i!u Hum of $1.29 an ounce in gold, that will 
be the v;ilue »f xil\.'i for .ill purposes, until the gold is all 
driven out of i in ui.itiim. This cannot be until our supply 
of sliver memo :ii >ne is equ.il to our distributive share of 
the world's t-ntiii- stoik of money of all kinds—a condition 
which, in the opinion of those who have carefully studied 
the sulject would luver be reached. 


We have not seen the full text of the President's mes- 


sage, but when hf t ilks of an agreement to fix a ratio 
between gold and silver it is a distinct recognition ol the 
soundness of the Kr>-,it bimetallic contention. It Is most 


/unfortunate that thi- leaders of the Republican party 


did not discover the correctness of this-principle at an ear- 
lier day and before so wide a gap had been opened be - 
tween the two met.iN. If any sort of an agreement shguid 
now be reached the low price of silver would probably fig- 
ure In the agreement, and affect the ratio to be fixed. At 
the present price the ratio is about forty-three to one, 
and It is certain that there would be strong opposition to 
establishing :\ ratio of sixteen to one, or anything approx- 
imating the latter r^tio. 


Sflll if the question should be taken up and* considered 


fairly upon sound e< onomic principles, it will speedily ap- 
pear th.it something near sixteen to one is the just and 
logical ratio, for all the silver coin In the world has been 
•truck at about th.it ratio. Forty-seven cents an ounce 
represents the ;>rii <> of crude bullion which cannot be coin- 
ed, and not the \alue of the coin itself, except In the dis- 
tinctively silver standard countries. 


It is also to be- regretted that Mr. Roosevelt's anxiety to 


Ax a ratio between the two metals did not manifest It- 
self in response tf> the American demand for such a meas- 
ure, rather th.in one coming up from Mexico and China 
There Is no ilouht th.it a large majority of the American 
people have for nviny years favored the remonetlzlng of 
•liver, at .1 ratio not departing greatly from sixteen to one, 
hut the leaders of Mr. Roosevelt's party have not favored 
such a me.'.sute, and large numbers of the rank and file 
of the parly ha\e humbly bowed to the will of the lead- 
ers. 


However, the message will be welcomed everywhere 


by the champions of stiver restoration, because, as before 
remarked, it virtually concedes the great bimetallic claim 
that a rnjio between the metals can be fixed and maintain- 
ed by law; it proves that the silver qustion is very far 
from being dead. It may lead up to something of substan- 
tial benefit to the white metal, and consequently to the 
advantage of our State.

waters to Increase our Irritated area 
on these rivers from a, little over four 
hundred thousand acres; that It is the 
disposition of the Secretary of the In- 
terior to commence work Immediately 
upon such Irrigation projects as are, 
feasible and along the lines of least re- 
sistance; that the Secretary of the 
Interior Is authorised to UM the fund 
for the maintenance and reclamation 
of works, which later on, with the ex- 
ceptions of the reservoirs, are to be 
turned over to a system of home rule 
to the water use,*; that It Is advisable 
that during the work of construction 
there should be but one control of 
each stream: that It Is necessary be- 
fore commencing work that the Sec- 
retary of the Interior should be In- 
formed as to the extent of the present 
actual appropriations to beneficial use 
of water; that It Is the desire of Ne- 
vada to co-operate In every way with 
the Secretary of ttte Interior, and hold 
out every inducement for the Imme- 
diate commencement of the work, and 
then come the enacting clauses of the 
bill In which, after declaring that all 
the waters not In private ownership 
belong to the public, aria are subject 
to appropriation to beneficial use, and 
that beneficial use Is the basis, the 
measure, and the limit of the right. 
the bin provides that the maximum 
quantity of water that may be pro- 
vided or used for Irrigation purposes 
In the State of Nevada cannot exceed 
three acre feet per year; in other 
words that each acre will be supplied 
during the Irrigating season with suf- 
ficient water to cover a depth of three 
feet. 


The bill then creates the office of 


State Engineer at a salary of I2SOO per 
annum, who must be trained In hy- 
draulic engineering, a person of prac- 
tical skill and experience, and who 
shall be recommended by the Secre- 
tary of the Interior or the Director of 
the U. S. Gelogical Survey 
He shall 


be appointed by the Governor and shatl 
hold office at his pleasure, his successor 
being appointed upon the same recom- 
mendations. He shatl co-operate with 
the Secretary of the Interior In 
all 


work of construction and facilitate his 
work In every way. 
He shall have 


the power to employ an assistant en- 
gineer, at a salary of 11200 per annum 
and to employ such other assistant 
as are necessary at a total expense o! 
not exceeding 1500 per annum. HP 
may also appoint as assistant engi- 
neers and as additional assistants such 
persons In the employ of the U. 8 
Geological Survey as may be desig- 
nated by the Secretary of the Interior, 
the purpose of the act being to select 
such officials as are either in the ser- 
vice of the Geological Survey or TPC- 
ommended by It, so that practically 
the State service and the Federal ser- 
vice will be the same, thus giving thi 
Interior Department In Us work 10 
only the powers of the National ac 
tut also the powers conferred by Stat 
laws.

time to time. It may appoint water 
commissioners to 
divide 
the water 


amongst the appropriators of water ac- 
cording to th% priority of right and 
the amount to which each la entitled. 
It may make rules and regulations' 'or 
the r-roper and economical administra- 
tion of the waters and may fix penal- 
ties for their violation. • The appoint- 
ment of water commissioners shall be 
made on the recommendation of the 
TJ. S. Geological Survey or the Secre- 
ary of the Interior, and may Include 
persons in the employ of the said sur- 
•ey, but if 
the survey shall fait to 


make recommendations for such ap- 
pointments then the Board shall have 
he power to make appointments wlth- 
>ut recommendations. 


The Board of Irrigation shall de- 


termine the number and compensa- 
lon of water commissioners and such 
water commissioners shall act under 
he direction of the State Engineer. 
The compensation of water commis- 
sioners upon approval of the Board 
of Irrigation, shall be paid by the coun- 
les In which the work is performed 
t is made a misdemeanor for any per- 
son to Interfere with, obstruct or re- 
sist the State Engineer or his as- 
sistants or water commissioners in 
the performance of their duties. 


It will be perceived therefore, that 


this act is primarily intended to aid 
the National Government in Its work 
of construction, and that It practical- 
y gives the National Government th» 
control of the streams, so far as ad- 
ministration is concerned, during the 
period of construction, and until the 
Government gets back from each pro- 
ject the major portion of its money, 
when a system of home rule Is to be 
inaugurated, but It also furnishes an 
independent system for the State In 
case the igovernment should not con> 
elude to exercise the powers of recom- 
mendattoi and appointment referred 
to in this act, and it makes a con- 
tinuous State office which shall con- 
tain a record, not only of everything 
that the National Government itsel: 
does, but that the State officials do. 
The transaction, therefore, from a. sys- 
tem of national control under national 
Irrigation, to a period of State con- 
trol, after the Secretary of the Interio1 
is through his work, is easy and with- 
out obstructions.
